We have 15 unions in our colleges—one on Clarke, 3 in Blue Moun- 
tain, 4 in Mississippi College, 7 in Woman's College. 

Literature is now published by our Baptist Sunday School 
Board, Nashville, Tenn., fcr three grades in B. Y. P. b. work, 
namely: Juniors 9-12; Intermediates 13-16; Seniors 17 up. 

We reeommend that every church elect a B. Y. P. U. Director 
who shall have supervision over the entire B. Y. P. U. work of 
the church after the same manner as we now have a superintendent 
of the Sunday School. 


(4) W. M. U. Work. 


No phase of cur work has made more satisfactory progress 


tlan has the work of our women, as following statistics show: 
Three regular workers are in the field and four special work- 
ers. These workcrs have attended 56 assvuciations, and have held 
27 assoc.ational institutes. 6 district meetings have been held. 
The Woman's Missionary Union work has been conducted at two 
summer assemb'ies. One State W. M. U. Convention has been 
held. 950 Mission study classes have been conducted during the 
yeer, 11:9 certificates and 49 hcnor certificates have been granted. 


(5) Publceations. 


(a) Baptist Periodicals. The Baptist Record now has a cir- 
culation cf about 10,590. The responsibilities of the paver have 
increased as the denominational interests have multiplied until 
now the Record fills a véry large place in the ongoing of the 
werk. It has steedily improved for the past few years until it 
now ranks second to none in the South. Other improvements are 
eniicipeted in the near future. Our great task is to see that 
the cost is placed in the local expense budget of all the churches 
and the paper sent to every Baptist home. Many churches have 
adopted this plan during the past year. 

We would also call attention tu the importance of putting 
into all our Baptist homes the Home and Foreign Fields, Royal 
Service and the Orphanage Gem. 

(b) The Baptist Press. The Baptist Press is now ready to do 
printing for all our Baptist interests. The Baptist Record is 
now being printed on our own press. The printing plant com- 
rlete has been put in and paid for at a cost of nearly $20,000. 
It is an up-to-date plant-in every particular, and deserves the 
hearty patronage and support of cur people. 

(c) The Paptist Book Store. The Paptist Book Store is carry- 
ing a complete line of Bibles, sone books. Theclogical works, and 
other books of gencral interest. The net sales up to the present 
time for this year have been $17,900, which is $1,500 more than 
for the same period last year. We would urge our people to put- 
ronize our own book store. 

(d) Tract Department. A splendid assortment of tracts on all 
rhases of our work can be had by writing tu Dr. R. B. Gunter. 
There are tracts on tithing, stewardship, evangelism, doctrines of 
cur faith denominational plans, and on all phases of mission 
work. Why not all of the churches make use of this abundant 
supply of tracts provided by our State Board? 
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3—Home Missions. . 

The work which the Home Mission Bozrd is doing consists of 
Co-operative Missions, Eniistment, Evangel.sm, Mountain Schools, 
-Forvieners, Indians, Negroes, Cuba and Par.ama, Soldiers and Sea- 
men, Publicity, Southern Baptist Sana‘orium and Church Extensica. 

The departments of Enlistment and Evangelism have recently 
been placed under the same superintendent Dr. O. E. Bryan, ard 
the work of the two departments has been more closely co-ordinate. 

The work of the Home Board was very greatly enlarged at the 
beginning of the 75 Million Campaign, and because of a very heavy 
decrease in cash receipts during the past year, a heavy indebted- 
ness has been incurred. but by reducing appropriations and re- 
trenching the work wherever possible and with the increase in re- 
ceipts this indebtedness is being gradually reduced. 

There were last year & total of 1,188 missionaries who supplied 
8,131 churches and missions under direction of the Home Board. 
These workers delivered 165,445 sermons and addresses, made 
226,992 relizious visits, baptized 56,164 converts, received 83,994 
additions to the churches, ort anized 305 churches. built and im- 
proved 456 houses of worship, organized 786 Sunday Schools, 
distributed millions of pages of tracts and thousan\s of copics 
of the Scriptures. 


4—Forcign Missions. 

Southern Baptists are now working in sixteen countries 
of the world, comprising a Ppt pulation of nine hundred millions, 
one fourth of the world’s population, or & population twenty- 
five times as large as the population in the bounds of the 
Southern Baptist Convention. The countries which we 
now labor are China, Japan, Africa, Brazil, Argentina, Uraguay, 
Chile, Mexico, Italy, Spain, Hunzary, Roumania, Jugo-Slavia, the 
Ukraine, that portion of Southern Russia lying east of the Ukrain®, 
Syria and Palestine.

They with their wives will 
soon go to Palestine for the purpose of laying the foundation of 
a wide work in the Holy Land. ; 
There are now 622 churches in the foreign fields with a mem- 
bership of 64,251. There are 206 of these churches which are self- 
supporting and 875 of them own their own houses of worship. 
They gave an average of $7 
694 schools with 26,507 students.

1—Mississippi College.

The needs of this old institution may be summed up in two; 
First, a better appreciatiqn by all of ‘our people cf what it has 
meant, what it ncw means and what it may mean to our denomin- 
ation; second, an adequate endowment to provide a sufficient in- 
come to maintain a permanent faculty, pay the teachers a living 
wage, care for the buildings and the comforts ‘of the students. 

A record attendance is expected. All the places in Jennings 
Hall were taken soon after school closed. This indicates that we 
will overflow this session. Let them come, we shall make som 
provision for the overflow. 

Our new church building is nearing completion. We hope to 
worship in it by January Ist. This is going tu be a mighty 
azency in training leaders for our denomination. 


2—Elue Mountain College. 


Our campus contains about 33 acres. Within the campus we 
have the summit and slope of a large hill or small mountain which 
from time immemcrial has been called “Blue Mountain.” Within 
the campus are located a group of clear, cool, gushing springs of 
pure freestone water which flows from the side of the mountain 
at the rate of possibly 100,000 gallons per day. We alsu have en 
the campus an excellent mineral well. 

The group of buildings consists of two large brick dormitories 
called the Lowrey and the Ray and one large frame dormitory 
called the B. G.; one brick and cne frame self-help building called 
the Hearn and the Berry; a large two story frame college build 
ing with brick basement rooms,and with three hundred feet of 
broad verandas containing chapel, library, offices and class rooms: 
a large frame recitation building called The Annex; an eleven 


room President's called the Anderscn and a cottage called The 
Mason. ~ 


We have a large campus, over 1,000 lineal feet of broad ver- 
andas, many shade trees, excellent drainage and grassy lawns. 


The water supply is abundant and pure, the sewerage is excellent 
and sanitary. + 


Buildings and other material equipment are important, but 
they are not the main things. Brains and books are more import- 
ant than bricks. Loving care, thorough training, purifying influ- 
ence. enobling spirit, a fine morale, and the development of sys- 
tematic, industrious, unselfish, cultured habits, are the main things. 

Attendance last session was as follows: 20 Literary seniors, 
4 expression seniors, 3 piano seniors, 4 certificates, 232 under- 
graduates, and 23 special students making a total of 286.

3— Mississippi Woman's College. 


Property owned as follows: (1) One wooden dormitory, two 
stories, accommodate 120 girls, known as Dockery Hall and used 
as the Industrial or self-help Dormitory. The finest and hardest 
working students ‘in College stay in this dormitory. Board on 
the co-operative plan costs here only $14 per month. 

(2) Tatum Court—the Administration Building—a beautiful 
brick and stone building with three stories, rosting in 1914 $50,000. 
This is used to carry on the class work. laboratorigs: and other de- 
partments, including a beautiful chapel seating 800 people. in 
the Gymnasium of Tatum Court, is a beautiful swimming pool. 
This swimming pool is under cover and is used for ladies only. 

(3) Ross Hall—a beautiful two story fire-proof dormitory of 
brick and stone ecnsiructed in the most modern manner with rooms 
in suites of two with a bath room between every two rooms. 

(4) Johnson Hall—This is a fire-proof dormitory, & duplicate 
of Ross Hall. 

(5) The Dining Hall—a beautiful two story building of brick 
and stucco, seating 400 people; kitchen and pantries with rooms 
for 20 dining room girls on the second floor. This buildiny is 
painted inside with white enamel and is connected with Ross Hall 
and Johnson Hall by covered verandas . 

(6) Granberry Academy—a@ white frame 
equipment for the Academic pupils. 

(7) Love Cottage—a two story frame building, can accomodate 
% students, was bought by the Woman’s College in 1919. 

(8) Mary Ross Memorial Hospital—one story building of 
brick and stone in three units, costing $20.000 and, being erectee 
in honor of the mother of Mrs. Herrin, an Episcors! lady who dicd 
in 1921,-leaving funds to be used in the erection of a ¥f ~morial. 

The College owns & beautiful campus of about 5° acres en- 
closed with an iron_fence and the campus is adorned with shade 
trees, shrubs and flowers. A truck patch of about eight acres 
affords vegetables for the Boarding Department. 

Attendance last year was & little over 500. The catalog. how- 
ever. contains about 450. This was because we omitted in the 
catalug some of the younger pupils and some of the special pupils. 
A faculty of thirty, each one a specialist. Numher of Diplomas 
end Seals granted in our Bible and Sunday School Department 625. 


We have twice led the schools of the Southern Bantist Convention, 
including both seminaries, in the number of seals and diplomas 
wll lead this vear.

4—Clarke Memorial College. \ 

Last year we enrolled 123, of whom 65 were college studerts 
and 58 high school students. Of these high school students a 
great many had their work partly in the college department and 
partly in the high school department. We had with us 37 preach- 
crs. We graduated 16. During the year our Ligh school depart- 
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ment was placed on the list of accredited high schools of the state. 
On the literary faculty we have one lady and five men. Three of 
these men have Masters’ degre es, one an M. A... one a Th. M. and 
ne both a Th. M. and a Master of Religious Education. 

We can take care of from 150 to 200 in the dormitories besides 
the married students and town students. Our most urgent need j 
better laboratory equipment 

We put in six full days of work a week and thus enable 
student to make a unit or three hours more work than ordinarily 

One thing that we would like to get before the brethren is 
that fur every student who works as much as half of his way eer re 
must be as many as ten or fifteen who pay all their way. . A gr 
nny students have been referred to us as a place where they can 
work their way through. We have no “jobs” whereby a student can 
werk all his way. The number of “jobs” is limited, even for a 
— nt to work part of his way. We need some funds tu supple- 

ent runing expenses that we may be able to reduce our charge 

aaa thus help those boys and girls of limited means that want (o 
go to school. 


5—S uthern Faptist Theological Seminary, Louisville, Ky. 


Enrollment, 1921-22: Men 416, Women 269, total 685. 410 of 
the men were regular ministerial students. Number of Ministerial 
tudents from Mississippi 22. Ten of this number received aid 
from the loan fund. 

Correspondence is invitcd with all young ministers who desi 
to pursue thevlogical studies 


6— aptist Bible Institute, New Orleans, La. 


Enrollment. 1921-22, 222, representing 19 states and 5 foreicn 
countries. Of this number 97 were women. There were in adi- 
tion to these full time students 29 enrolled from ten states in the 
Mid-Winter school of four weeks. 

Need at once homes fur two teachers and largely increased 
accomodations for student’s families. Dormitories are overflowinz. 
Faculty is endeavoring to grow an institution and not merely man- 
ufacture a scholastic organization. 


7—Southwestern Paptist Theological Seminary, Ft. Worth, Tex. 
Enrollment 1921-22, women 390, men 406, total 796. In cor- 
respondence department 924. Eleven full professors and twenty- 
ane full time teachers and six assistants. All Baptists. Cost to 
Baptists last year to give free tuition to students in this institu- 
tion $130,212. Seminary is now organized into departments as 
follows: Theological, Woman's Missionary Training, Missions, Re 
ligious, Education. Gospel Music, and Extension and Corresponc- 
ence. In these departments aim is to prepare church and King- 
dom workers of all ‘kinds for all phases of denominational activity. 


&8—Ministerial Education. 


There were 119 ministerial students in Mississippi and Clarke 
Colleges last session. Two thirds of these received some help 
from the Board of Ministerial Education. At least one half of 
these could not have remained in college without help. There were 
applications for help for about twice as much as was received for 
ministerial education. Ministerial students are entering our col- 
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leges in increasing numbers and the funds being received are en- 
tirely inadequate to take care of the needs. There’ is need of a 
number of smal] cottages, each with enough land for a garden and 
a place for a cow. Each family should have a chance ‘tu be 2s 
near self-supporting as possible. There ought to be ten or twelve 
such cottages at Clinton and several at Newton. There is need 
of $12,000 next year for current expenses alone.

REPORT ON SOCIAL SERVICE 
1—Mississippi Baptist Orphanage, J. R. Carter, Supt. 

The Baptist Orphanage establish 25 years agu has cared for 
more than 1000 children, many of whom are now filling positions 
of usefulness in our state and other states. We have in the home 
180 children, all of whom are in good health, and are being trained 
in many of the arts and avocations preparatory to a useful life; 
special attention being given to their ‘mental, moral and religious 
training. 

This Home is supported entirely by voluntary contributions. 
Our people have been loyal in their support of our orphan children 
in the years past. They are now receiving their support through 
the 75 Million fund, their prorata of which is just sufficient to meet 
their actual expenses if all pledges are paid. We urg that our 
people continue their donations of clothing, dry gdods, groceries, 
and supplies of all kinds which help very materially in their sup- 
port. Also that our churches and people generally join with the 
forces that are now seeking to improve the sanitary, health and 
moral conditions throughout our state, and in s9 doing prevent 
the necessity of breaking up many homes, and separating children 
from their mothers. 
2—Mississippi Baptist Hospital, R. 8S. Curry, Supt. 

In 1910 the Baptist Hospitel began operations in an old wood- 
en structure with less than ten beds. In 1912 by heroic effort the 
Board of Trustees erected a brick structure with 35 beds—they 
found that this was not @ sufficient number of beds to meet the 
rowing demands. In 1921 the present magnificent building was 
completed giving us about 75 beds, and with thre sides closed 
porches and two on the front at least fifty more patients could be 
cared for in an emergency. The hospital is enjoying a larger pat- 
ronage than ever before and its popularity 1s increasing in pro- 
portion to the number of patients cared for. ; 

The Hospital has an up-to-date X-ray outfit, a well equipped 
Laboratory and a complete Maternity Department, which would 
do credit to a large city hospital. a 

All reputable physicians and surgeons are allowed and invited 
to bring their patients to the Paptist Hospital.. We have one of 
the best Nurses Training Schools in the state, with 22 student 
nurses now in training. Young ladies from 19 to 30 years of age 

with high school education and good moral character are invited 
to write us if they desire to train for a splendid profession which 


affords a large field of service. 
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Our surgical and medical staff is composed of the best men 
of the profession. 


The hospital is under obligation to the W M Us and othr 
chureh and Sunday School organizations for the splendid boxes 
of useful linen, such as sheets, pillow cases, towels, etc., sent us in 
the past and it is hoped that this will continue. 


The hospital is doing a large amount of charity work; but 
we must ask our friends tu always communicate with the Supcr- 
intendent before sending charity patients as the number of charity 
paticnts cared for must necessarily be in proportion to the pay 
patients in the hospital. The Baptist” Hospital is not a money 
making institution, but our purpose is to use every dollar we take 
in from pay patients, above expenses, for those who are not able 
to pay for hospital care. So by this plan the money of the pay 
patient above the amount necded to maintain the hospital goes 
toward caring for the poor sick who cannot care for: themselves. 
As far as we know the Baptist Hospital is the only hospital in the 
state, except the Methodist Hospital at Hattiesburg, which does 
this.

The notable features of our work for the first six months of 
1922 are: : 

The completion and occupation of the Hughla Dockery Mem- 
orial Hume ior nurscs; the enlargement of the equipment of the 
children’s depar.ment, third floor, with scientific diet kitchen and 
two ward rooms for crippled children; and the opening of the 
hydro-and electro-therapy department on the first floor. 

Patients admitted out number any previcus six months, reach- 
ing a tctal of 4,168. ‘fennessee sent 2,747 of these, Mississippi 778, 
Arkansas 517, and other states N25. There were 512 treated free 
in the wards, 330 coming from Tennessee, 74 from Mississippi, 
75 from Arkansas and 33 from other states. 

The X-ray department handled 1,041 patients for diagnosis 
and 102 for treatment, ministering to these patients 1928 times in 
*he six months. The laboratory made 6,410 examinations for 
diagnosis. 

Financially the hospital has made large increases in receipts 
as well as in service rendered. The six months business amounted 
to $329,621.38. Of this $35,089.36 was in charity, $4,890.37 com- 
plimentary service for pastors, $989.85 doctors’ discounts, ant 
$1,4:8.27 in other discounts and allowances. 

The Woman’s Auxilliary, formerly known as the Linen Band 
is still carrying on in a vigorovs and helpful way. 

fhe hospital pastor, Rev. M. D. Jeffries, is well into his fifth 
year of service. 


4—The Relief and Annuity Board, Wm. Lunsford, Cor. Sec’y. 


The Relief and Annuity Board was chartered in September 
1918, in Dallas, Texas, by order of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion. It has therefore, seen three and one half years of actual 
service. 

it has invested assets today of $419.027.25 in the Relief De- 
partment and $730,061.27 in the Annuity Department. making a 
total assets of $1,149,088.52. 
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The Board has gathered and invested for the two Departments 
in the form of endowment and reserve, at the rate of $383,029.50 
per year. In addition thereto, it has paid to its old and retircd 
preachers $500,17..31, or at the rate of $109.05 7.77 as an average 
per year for the past 3 years. The Board paid out during the 
past year to her relief beneficiaries the sum of $128,966.89, which 
is $10,000 in excess of what they paid them the previous year.

CONSTITUTION 


Article 1. The name of this body shall be the Clarke County 
Baptist Association. 


Article 2. Its object shall be the promotion of the Redeemer’s 
Kingdom, by the concentration of Christian labor, the inculcation 
of Bible truth and the cultivation of friendly intercourse among 
the churches. 


Article 3. Members of the Association may be of three class- 
es—delegates, pastors of churches holding membership in the As- 
sociation, and messengers. The first and second class only shal! 
have the right to vote and to produce evidence of their appointment 
by the church which they propose to represent before being entitled 
to seats. 

Article 4. Each church belonging to the Association shall be 
entitled to two delegates until its membership shall exceed fifty, 
and an additional delegate for each fifty thereafter, or fraction 
thereof; provided, that the ministers who are members of aay 
such churches but supply other pulpits, may be appointed as ad- 
ditional delegates above the regular quota. : 


Article 5. This Association shall have only the power of an 
advisory council, and shall in no wise infringe upon the rights or 
independence of the churches. 


Article 6. No queries shall be 
unless regularly sent up through the \ 
between the churches be discussed untl 
have been tried without avail. 

Article 7. This Association shall meet annually, as may be 


agreed upon; and after enrolling the names of the delegates, pro- 


ceed by ballot to the election of the Moderator and Clerk, who 


shall be ex-cfficio Treasurer of the Association. 

Article 8. The duties of the various officers shall be similar 
to those of all deliberative bodies, and Mell’s Parliamentary 
Manual shall be the basis of all decisions of order. 

Article 9. Churches holding the Articies of Faith adopted by 
this body, may become members of the Association by a unanimous 
vote, and letters of dismissal may be obtained without assigning 
the reason therefor, by a concurrence of a majority; while the 
Assuciation claims the right of withdrawing from such churches as 
they shall deem heterodox or disorderly. 

Atricle 10. The Constitution may be altered or 'amendea at 
any annual meeting of the Association by @ vote of three-fourths 
of the delegates present; provided, ithe proposed alteration oF 
amendment shall have been submitted at the session immediately 


proceeding. 


Article 11. The Association shall appoint an Executive Com- 
mittee at each annual meeting, to consist of five members with the 
Moderator as chairman, whose duty it shall be to arrange for 
Fifth Sunday meetings, and to look after the Missions and other 


interests. 
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ARTICLES OF FAITH 


1. We believe in one God, the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost, equal in power and glory. 


2. We believe that the Scriptures of the Old and New Testa- 
ment were written by the inspiration of God, and are the only 
rule of taith and practice. 


3. We believe in the doctrine of original sin, of total de- 
pravity, and of man’s inability to restore himself to the favor of 
God. 


4. We believe that God chose his people in Jesus Christ before 
the foundation of the world, and that th-y are kept by the power 
of God through faith unto salvation. 


5. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of God 
by the imputed mghteousness of Christ only. 


6. We believe that the Gospel is God’s appointed means of 
ealling sinners td the knowledge of the truth; and He has com- 
manded it to be preached to every creature, therefore all are re- 
quired to obey. 


7. We believe that gocd works are the fruits of faith and 
the only ev.dence of justification; and that all believers will abound 
therein from a principle of love. 


8. We believe in the resurrection of the dead—tie just and 
the unjust; tne general judgment; and that the joys of the right- 
eous and tne punishment ot the wicked will be eternal. 


9. We believe that a visible Church of Christ is composed cf 
regenerated baptized persons cnly who have covenanted to keep 
up a discipline agreeable to the New Testament. . 


10. We believe that Jesus Christ is the only Law Giver of 


His Church, and that the government 1s with the Church, each 
member having equal rights therein. 


11. We believe that Baptism and the Lord’s Supper are the 
only ordinances cf the Church and are to be continued until the 
second coming of cur Lord Jesus Christ. 


12. We believe that immersion alone is Baptism and can be 
administered only by those duly set apart by the church, and that 
belicvers in Christ are the only proper subjects for the ordinance 


13. We believe that regularly baptized believers only have a 
right to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 


RULES OF DECORUM 


1. The meetings of this Association shall be opened with 
prayer and closed with prayer or benediction. 

2. The officers of the Association shall hold their positions 
until their successors are chosen. 

3. The Moderator shall preside, or some brother whom he may 


designate while speaking, and preserve order; his decision being 
final unless an appeal is immediately made to the body. 
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4. It shall be in order for male delegates and messengers 
nly to discuss questions or sp¢ ak publicly in the sessions of this 
body, and only oné member shall speak at.a time, who shall arise 
and address the Moderator. 


5. No member shall be interrupted while speaking unless he 
departs from the subject under discussion, or uses personal re- 
flection. 

6. Every motion made and acceptetl shall be put to a vete, 
unless withdrawn by the mover. 


g. After allowing due time for debate, all questions taken up 
shall be disposed of before any other motion can be entertained. 


8. No member shall speak more than once upon the same sub- 
ject without permission of the Association, nor shall ahy practic» 
he tolerated which interrupts speaking. 

9. Members shall use the term brother when speaking of each 
other, and shall be rebuked by the Moderator for violation of 
this rule. 

10. These rules may be altered or amended at any annua! 
meeting by a two-thirds vote of the members present.
